4+ We do not conceive it necefary to uſe theſe 
words in the Warrant, Theſe are (inthe name of 
the Lord Prote&or)to require : bur it is ſufficient to 
ſay, Thefe are to require you : howbeit the War- 
rant doth carry the more majelty in ir, when thoſe 
words arc uſed in it. 

5. The Title of dire&ion may be either above the 
Warrant,thus, Tothe Conſtable of Dale : or in the 
bodie,of the Warrant thus,W. S. Eſquire, &c, to the 
Conſtableof Dale, Whereas &c.

But this mu 
be underſtood of Warrants of the Peace , good Bt+ 
haviour, and ſuch like Warrants, wherein the Ju- 
Kice of the Pegce is left ar liberty to dire his War- 
rant to whom he will : For if the Law do dire& him 
to whom he muſt ſend his Warrant, as divers As 
of Parliament doz ſome of them appointing him to 
diret his Warrant to the C es, ſome ro the 
Conſtables and Churchwardens, ſome to the 
Churchwardens,fome tothe Conſtables or Church- 
wardens,ſome to the Churehwardens and Overſeers 
of the Poor z He in theſe caſes that makes the Wat- 
rant muſt take great care that he dopurſue the dire» 
Qion of the ſtature punRuallyz for it is dangerous to 
vary from itever (o little: and therefore the Title. 
ſer down in the Preſidents for the Warrants muſt be 
followed and not altered. And when the Title of 
direQion is to more then onegthere it is good to add 
thele words, [And to every of them] and to (zy in 
the body of the Warrant, Theſe are to authorize 
and require you,and every of you. Bur the beſt way is 
to direR it to the common and known Officer , 
which is the high Conſtable of the hundred,orCon- 
able of the Townzin all caſes where it is left tothe 
Juſtice of Peace to dire& irto whom he pleaſe. 
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The word (greeting) To 1S. &c. Greeting,uled 
in warrants , may be left out : ſo may theſe words 
of Addition, To the Juſtices of the Lord Prote-

$. It is not amiſſe to ſay the place, wherein the 
Officer dwels to whom the warrant is dire&ed, is 
within the County. To the Conſtable of Dale 
within the County of Glouceſter. And (© of other 
places named within the warrant , toſay they are 
within the ſame County. 

9. It is not amille, if the warrant recite a Con- 
viction'of an offence, to let it exprefle where the of- 
fence was done;thus ; 15 being convi& before me 
that he was drunk (at Dale in this County;) be- 
cauſe in raany caſes the forfeiture is given to the 
poor of the place where the offence is done. 

10, It is good alſo now to expreſſe the time 
when the offence was commirred , thus ; I $. being 
duly convitt before me that he was drunke at 
Dale in this County (the firſt day of May laſt ) 
or within three moneths laſt paſt, or ſince the firit 
_of May laſt paſt, that ir may appeare the offence was 
done (ance the-general Pardon : and in ſome caſes 
this is, if not neceilary, yet very convenient, when 
the offence is by the Law to be puniſhed with- 
in a certaine time or not at all, there it is good to 
ſay that the offence was done withig that 
time, 

11, It is good alſo to expreſle the place of the ma- 
king of the warrant,and it mult be ſome place with- 
in the County,thus: Dated at Dale, given under my 
hand and Seal at Dale in the ſams County,But : it

12, The day and year alſo, being thetime of the

13. The warrant ( being a warrant of arreſt ) 
may be to require the Officer to bring the offender 
before the Juſtice that makes the warrant , or be- 
fore him, or ſome other Juſtice of the County, and 
either of cheſe formes is good : but the beſt forme 
is, to require the officer .to bring him before the 
Juſtice of Peace himſclfe that made the War- 
rant. 

14, In every warrant for the Peace, or good 
B:haviour , where ſurcties are to be found ar re- 

quired, the warrant ought to containe the ſpecial 
cauſe or matter to the intent that the party ar=- 
reſted may be provided with ſureties. Bur if it 
be for ſome great crime the cauſe may be con» 
cealed, 

15. In every warrant to command an Officer to 
carry a man to Gaole 3 it is not amiſſe ro inſert a 
clauſe at the end of the warrant. to command the 
Gaoler to receive him, to this purpole. That you 
him convey to the common Gaole of this County, 
and him deliver to the Gaoler or his Depury there, 
who are hereby required him to receive and de- 
tayne ir} their cuttodie as a priſoner uncill he 
ſhall be from rhence delivered by a due courſe of 
Law. 

16, There is a neceſſity in ir that the Juſtice 
of P:ace do ſubſcribt his nam? ro his warrant.

#n AR of Parliament ſaith chat the Juſtice by war- 
rant. ( or by warrant under his hand ) may doe' 
fach a thing. © Bur if the Law fay be may or ſhall 
do it by * Warrant under his hand and ſeale, 
there the warrant muſt be under his hand and ſeale, 
or it is not good. And therefore heed muſt be gi- 
yen to our Prefidents herein,where we ſay : Given 
der out hands and ſcales, and in thoſe caſes the 
nſtice muſt put his- hand and ſeal to the War- 
raft, or it is not well done. And for this cauſe we 
doe adviſe the Juſtice to put his ſcale to every War«

17. There is little difference between a warrant 
of Commitment and a Mittimus, for. both are to do 
one thing, and they differ a lirtle only in; the form. 
Je will be calie therefore to make one of them by the 
other. | 
* 28, Tt -is-uſtal ro grant Warrants againſt 
offenders upon: penal Lawes to binde them over 
to Seſſions befqre they be indiRed of the offence , 
in caſes where-+liere is no ſpecial power or dire- 
Qion given by the Statute ſo to doe. But wee 
darenot adviſe men fo to doe , being unſatisfied of 
the lawfulneſſ thereof. Bur we agree it to be 
cleere and fafe rhat after the offender is indied 
of the offence , and the bill found , or after the of- 
fence found 'by Preſentment of the grand Jury , 
to be bound over to the next Quarter ſeſſions to an- 
ſwer it, and alſoto put in ſureties for his good Brha- 
viour in the meane time; if the offence for which he 
is indicted will warrant it. As if hebe indi&ed for 
whordom, ſelling Ale., contrary to the Juſtices _ 
Cr, 
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der, or the like. So alſo in cafes where a Lav doth 
give a ſpecial command and power to any Juſtic® 
of Peace to bind over an offender to the ſeſſions, 
as the ſtatute of 5, Eliz. 4. touching Maſters and 
Apprentices ; the Law of 23.Eliz, ro. touching 
Hawking in eared or codded corn , and the AR af 
9 Febuary 1647. IR the repaire of Char- 
ches, 1 Ed, 6.chap. 1. 23 Eliz.chap.19. and ſome 
others do. © In theſe caſes they may bind them over 
before Indi&ment. Burt then it is beſt firſt to ſend a 
warrant of Summons to call in the party offender be- 
fore the Juſtice to anſwer the matter , and then if he 
appeare and he ſee no cauſe, to forbeare ro bind him 
over to do it. And if he do nor appeare, then he may 
ſend for him and bind him over , and bind him to 
the good Behaviour alſo for his contempr. For which
